'NAMAO HEARS 
OF WESTERN 
GRAIN ROUTE 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—The 
Grain Futures act, placing all grain 
exchanges in the United States un- 
der federal control and compelling 
them to admit to membership rep- 


resentatives of farmers’ co-opera- 
tive associations, was declared con- 
stitutional by the supreme court to- 
day, the court dividing, seven to 
two. 

The law was challenged by the 
Chicago board of trade, acting also 
in behalf of other grain exchanges, 
on the ground that trading in grain 
futures was a matter strictly with- 
in the police power of the states 
and outside the jurisdiction of the 
federal government. 

When congress, seeking to ac- 
complish the result atmed at, in the 
present law, imposed a prohibitive 
tax on all future trading not con- 
ducted on “contract” markets, and 
required all exchange to place 
themselves under government con- 
trol as a condition precedent to be- 
coming such markets, the supreme 
court declared the law invalid and 
an unconstitutional exercise of 
authority.

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18 GERMANY PAYING? 

The French insist that Germany is now paying 
as much for foreign coal as would have paid the 
reparations instalments decided upon at Cannes 
and kept the French troops out of the Ruhr dis- 
trict. The Allies should among them have the 
means of finding out whether .that claim is cor- 
rect. If it is true it has been demonstrated that 
Germany could pay if it would, and the Allies 
would be warranted in taking means to collect. 
There is no advantage to any nation concerned, 
certainly none to Germany, in allowing the money 
to go to Welsh coal mine operators and other pri- 
vate parties instead of to the treasuries of the 


Allies’ countries. 


NEXT THING TO MURDER. 


A speeding automobile crashed into a crowd 
of people waiting for a street car*in a Massachu- 
setts town, killing two, injuring two more, and 
carrying away a child on the fender. Such 
occurences are fortunately rare, but they should 
never happen. It is difficult to distinguish the 
moral difference between that kind of driving and 
sheer murder. . The desire to kill may be absent, 
but there is present a criminal indifference that 
is almost as fiendish and which amounts to the 
same thing in consequences. At least the author 
of such a tragedy should never be allowed to 
drive another car; if public opinion will not stand 


’ for hanging him as an example to other road hogs. 


AGGRAVATING THE OFFENCE. 


Premier Drury told his constituents that in the 
coming general elections he does not intend to 
rely for support entirely upon the United Farm- 
ers of Ontario and their Labor associates, but will 
gladly accept help from whatever quarter. That 
can hardly be wondered at, the circumstances 
being as they are, for the prospect is that the 
Government will need all the votes it can get, in 
town as well as country. But that the declaration 
will brighten its prospect of success is rather 
doubtful. The United Farmers who want to control 
the Government absolutely, are in revolt be- 
cause they think there is danger of their losing 
control, and are not likely to be brought back into 
the fold by being thus told plainly that the Min- 
isters are looking elsewhere for support. The 
issue in Ontario is class government, and the Min- 
istry is on trial for alleged treachery to the class 
that created it. If the Premier had not commit- 
ted the offence before, the ‘‘dissidents’’ in his 
group are likely to think and say that he is doing 
it now. 


MORE PRESSURE MIGHT HELP. 


The attendance at the North Edmonton meet- 
ing shows that there is no lack of interest in this 
part of the province on the question of reduced 
freight rates and the opening up of the western 
route for grain. On that issue the people of Ed- 
monton, and of this part of the province, are as 
near a unit as they ever were on any public ques- 
tion. That the framers in all sections of the prov- 
ince are equally favorable may surely be taken 
for granted. So far as public opinion is concern- 
ed little campaigning is needed. But the agita 
tion may do good if it brings pressure from the 
voters on the members at Ottawa. Parliament 
last year said what the eastward rates on grain 
were to be. Unless action from the railway 
authorities is coming promptly the members who 
urged that course can hardly refuse to deal also 
with the westward rates if their constituents 
demand—and to also favor the establishment of 
cleaning elevators in Alberta and of whatever 
terminal facilities are needed at the Pacific ports 
to make the route available under fair conditions. 


THE LATE MR. COWELL. 

Death has claimed the veteran Clerk of the 
Legislature of. Alberta. His going removes ono 
of the best known men in the Province, one who 
has been identified with its affairs from the 
beginning of local self-government, and who was 
lmown only to be respected and esteemcd By 
qualities of mind, long experience in the oldest 
of British parliaments, by temperament Mr. 
Cowell was eminently fitted to guide a new 


legislature into the ways of parliamentary proce- 
dure established by age-long custom and develop-

board bill in the Manitoba Legislature, It is iden- 
tical with the measures passed by the Legislature | 


of Alberta and Saskatchewan. But the Manitoba 
Government is not risking its fate on the passage 
of the legislation. It is not even risking the loss 
of prestige which would follow if the bill were 
rejected by the law-makers without the resigna- 
tion of the Ministry being called for. In fact it 
is risking nothing but tho time spent in copying 
the clauses from the statute books of tho other 
two provinces. The Premier formally introduced 
the bill, tald the members to do what they pleased 
with it, and absolved the Government of blame 
for what may happen. 


That of course is consistent with the previous | 


statements of Premier Bracken on the subject. He 
never, 80 far as reported, claimed to have any 
faith in the scheme to enrich the farmer by con 
fiscating his wheat and turning it over for an 
irresponsible commission 
most he promised was to introduce the bill, and 
that only on condition that the compulsory ar- 
rangement should be replaced by a voluntary pool 
next year. Politically the Premier may fairly 
claim that he has squared the account in prepar- 


ing the measure and submitting it to the Legisla- | 


ithe same condition as the first, who! 


ture, and politely declining to be held accountable 
for what may be done to it or under it, 

But surely if there is to be any such thing as 
responsibility in’ government a bill of that kind 
should not be brought in unless thé Government 
which proposes it believes in it, wants it passed, 
and is prepared to undertake to show by adminis- 
tration that it 1s sound public policy. Whatever 
may be said against the wheat board scheme, 
there cannot be any question that it is a ques- 


tion of first importance. It proposes to take pos- 
session of the farmer’s*wheat at some unnamed 
price, to commandeer the elevators of the coun- 
try, and to empower a board of commissioners to 
hold the wheat as long as they please and sell it 
for what they may see fit to accept. Regardless 
of the merits of the proposal, that surely is a pro- 
ject serious enough to require endorsation from 
the Government which fathers it. If the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba believes in the policy involved 
it should in fairness to all concerned say so, back 
the measure candidly, and use its influence to 
have it made law. If the Government does not 
believe in the policy it should not have introduced 
the bill. 

It is suggested that the Premier's repudiation 
probably means that the bil! will be defeated in 
the Legislature. It is at least conjectural that 
there will be no 
henches if that happens. 
feated. It may be passed. What then? The Gov- 
erpment will be in the position of having to ad- 
minister a law whieh it apparently does not 
wait, and {o carry out a policy which it has no 
faith in. If the scheme fails to secure the grower 
a better price for his wheat than he. thinks he 
would otherwise have got, the blame will fall 
upon the Ministers, and they will have a hard 
time proving that they did not conspire to ‘‘short 
change’’ the farmer and wreck the project. If 
the scheme should by any chance succeed under 
such circumstances, it would be held very proper- 
ly to have done so without any help from the 
Government; and the inference would be that 
under a Government which approved of the pol- 
icy it would have been a greater success, Even as 
a political manoeuvre this side-stepping of re- 
sponsibility is not good tactics. Jf what has hap- 
pened to Drury in Ontario happens a fow months 
hence to Bracken in Manitoba, he may attribute 
the blame to himself, for having tried—like his 
Ontario contemporary—to blow not and cold at 
the same time. 

The wheat board project is a dangerous ex- 
periment, but the method by which it is being 
handled in the Manitoba Legislature is a still 
more dangerous precedent, If a Government can 
waive responsibility for a measure of this ehar- 
acter, why not for any other measure. There ¢an- 
not well be any bill which goes fartber than this 
one in the negation of private rights and the risk 
of public credit. If a farmer's wheat may be con 
fiscated ,and public funds used for speculation, 
without the Government which proposes the thing 
being in any way responsible for it, why not bring 
down the estimates next year with a declaration 
that the Ministers do not care what is done to 
the proposals and will not resign if the whole 
spending program is over-hauled or rejected? The 
repudiation of responsibility would be no more 
clear in the one case than in the other, and the 


results to the public might be no more serious, | 


The wheat board, if it is established, may cost 
the taxpayers of Manitoba millions of dollars, 
directly and indirectly. If a measure proposing 
such ascheme is to be simply dropped on the table 
of the Legislature by the Premier, and the Gov- 
ernment excused from all blame for what may 
happen in consequence, the era of responsible 
government in that province will have to be sup- 
posed to be at an end.
